Luxor, Egypt, Fob. 20. 
Stout visit­ 
ors to the tomb of King Tut-Ankh- 
Amen, squeezing past the gorgeous 
blue and gold canopy that covers the 
catafalque and nearly fills the burial 
chamber, have damaged 
the 
fragile 
texture of the covering, arid further 
visitors are barred. 
Lord Carnarvon, who with Howard 
Carter traced the ancient monarch to 
his last resting plu* e, wan horrified 
to discover that the delicate tracery 
of the canopy had been rubbed away 
in spots by passage of his guests for 
whom the 18 Inches of space between 
the tent like covering of the sarco­ 
phagus and the walls proved inade­ 
quate. 
From now on the visitors per­ 
mitted within the lines may only peep 
into the inner tomb through the open 
door through the wall. 
Egypt is beginning to agitate for her 
own. 
Although the discoveries were 
British, there is a strong movement on 
foot to force the 
Egyptian 
govern­ 
ment's hand and require the priceless 
treasures of the tomb to be taken to 
Cairo and kept there in possession of 
King Taud, now ruling, 3,500 yearn 
after King Tut-Arikh-Amen. 
Another movement is afoot to let 
the monarch of 35 centuries ago rest 
in the valley of the 
king,;, 
whose 
tawny cliffs once witnessed his glory. 
Many prominent Egyptians advise to 
erect a suitable museum in the /alley 
and protect there the priceless relics. 
Soon, at any rate, the king’s tomb will 
be sealed until autumn when return 
of moderate weather will permit fur- 
the removal of the treasures. 


Washington, Feb. 20. - The United

HE APPRECIATES 


FARMER’S AID 


T h e r e is a growing opinion that Americans are lo o m in g al­ 
together too censorious. 
Waves of indignation result in putting 
a ban on this, that, or the other, which has won tho disapproval of 
the indignant. 
The ban is placed, not always by the m ajority of 
the people, but by the more vocal elements who by stirring speeches 
and resolutions seem to represent more than they actually do rep­ 
resent. 
„ 
Perhaps one of the reasons for the disrespect for law arises 
out of the confusion th at results from so many voices proclaiming 
their censorious disapproval of minor m atters until the real issues 
of law and lawlessness are kist in the confusion. 
Just who is to 
determine what is right and what is wrong is one of the problems 
of the day. The censorious spirit demands that that which it dis­ 
approves lie ruled out and that without any consideration for the 
wishes of others. 
Quite recently a New York judge found his daughter reading 
a book w ritten by one of the prominent w riters of this generation. 
He picked it up and ran over the pages to be shocked by the 
thought that his daughter had procured such a book from the pulf- 
lic library. 
The judge became indignant. 
He was stirred to the 
depths by the thought that the public library had allowed his 
daughter to carry away such a book. 
Immediately, he Concluded 
that this book must lie suppressed. 
No more copies should be 
circulated. 
He would appeal to the courts asking that its publica­ 
tion- be discontinued, and lie Would see to ii that it was no longer 
given circulation by the library. 
In one particular the judge was probably right. 
The book 
has been very much criticized and it is quite likely that it was not 
a book for his daughter to read* While all Dim may la' true, the 
question arises as to whether a book that is not fit reading for a 
young girl is not to be read by others. The judge wishes to make 
his daughter’s reading matte! the standard for the public of the 
United States. 
This can not be done. 
In time the people will re 
volt against such censorship, if they are not already showing their 
opposition in many ways.

M ay o r GBOUGE E. LEACH, of Minneapolis, has taken a con­ 
structive step in calling a. conference of social workers and ex­ 
perts in criminology to consider the causes underlying the crimes 
that are committed by children. 
Among the causes that are mentioned by those who are to a t­ 
tend the conference are the following.* Lack of family discipline: 
a shattered morale resulting from the World w ar; disrespect for 
law on the part of adults, which is having its effect upon the 
children; the changed order of life resulting from changes iii ('du­ 
cat ion, in cities, and in home life. 
Much might be said about the importance of these as they 
afreet children. 
Each of them makes its contribution to the law­ 
lessness of young people. 
When brought down to the one under­ 
lying cause it is seen to be the change that has come into social 
life during the past few years. This change has been gradual and 
the climb back to better conditions will also bt* gradual. 
Not in 
a year will it be possibk to get back to the place where t lit' change 
for the worse set in. 
One recommendation has been made that deserves serious con­ 
sideration. 
It is probable that we will never understand youthful 
lawlessness so long as we stud.\ it from the adult angle. Just h o w 
a thing appears depends largely upon which side of the fence 
one is on. 
\\ hen one is on the side of the fence where a bull is 
roaring he looks altogether different from what he does when one 
is on the other side of ttic* fence. To get the right viewpoint adults 
must get on t he side of tile terne youth is on. 
{Society will never 
correct the wrongs of youth until society 
understands youth. 
Every day it is .said. “ Young people did not behave when I was 
young as they do today.” 
This statements is usually followed by 
an expression of the conviction that they must be made to behave 
as young people behaved a generation ago. 
But they don’t anc. 
they won t, and those who try to make them do so are usually ag ­ 
grieved because they don’t and they won’t. 
It is necessary, in the 
first place, to find out why they act as they do. 
Only through an 
understanding of youth can youth be influenced in the right direc­ 
tion. 
It is essential in considering this m atter that we remember 
th a t young people are influenced by their environment. 
One 
parent is up against it when attem pting to enforce discipline so 
long as other parents fail to do so. 
The child who is treated dif­ 
ferently from other child* rn en the street feels himself abused and, 
from the child’s standpoint, he is abused. 
Until the community standards are raised through the in­ 
fluence of the church, the school and the home, all children are 
endangered. 
Not even children from homes in which parents try 
to set a fine example are safe when the outside environment th re a t­ 
ens to corrupt the child’s life.

T here is a growing opinion that Americans arc becoming al­ 
together too censorious. 
Waves of indignation result in putting 
a ban on this, that, or the other, which has won the disapproval of 
tho indignant. 
The ban is placed, not always by the majority of 
the people, but by the more vocal elements who by stirring speeches 
and resolutions seem to represent more than they actually do i op- 
resent. 
j - 
Perhaps one of tho reasons for tho disrespect for law arises 
out of the confusion that results from so many voices proclaiming 
their censorious disapproval of minor matters until the real issues 
of law and lawlessness are lost in tin* confusion. 
Just who is to 
determine what is right and what is wrong is one of the problems 
of the day. 
The censorious spirit demands that that which it dis­ 
a p p r o v e s ’ be ruled out and that without any consideration for the 
wishes of others. 
Quite recently a New York judge found his daughter reading 
a book written by one of the prominent writers of this generation. 
He picked it up and ran over the pages to be shocked by the 
thought that his daughter had procured such a book from the pub­ 
lic library. 
The judge became indignant. 
He was stirred to the 
depths by the thought that the public library had allowed his 
daughter to carry away such a book. 
Immediately, he Concluded 
that this book must be suppressed. 
No more copies should be 
circulated. 
He would appeal to the courts asking that its publica­ 
tion1 be discontinued, and lie would see to if that it was no longer 
given circulation by the library. 
In one particular the judge was probably right. 
The book 
has been very much criticized and it is quite likely thai it was not 
a book for his (laughter to read. 
While all tjiis may be true, the 
question arises as to whether a book that, is not (it reading for a 
young girl is not to be read by others. 
The judge wishes to make* 
his daughter’s reading matter the standard for the public of the 
United States. 
This can not be done. 
In time the people will re­ 
volt against such censorship, if they are not already showing their 
opposition in many ways. 
Whose standard is to prevail? 
Are books and pictures that 
children should not see to be banned because they are not just what 
children should have? 
This question cannot he answered in the 
affirmative without inviting serious results. 
We may guard our 
children, as some people do, against looking on a . corpse, but af 
some time in later life their eyes must rest upon the face of one 
dead. 
Adults may read books, see pictures and face life, from 
which youth must be guarded and the standards for youth can­ 
not be made the standards for adults. 
In London, England, certain pictures are screened for adults 
alone, children being excluded, while others are screened before 
the eyes of both young and old. 
Such a pract ice is based on com­ 
mon sense. 
What may be harmful to the child may not in any way 
injure the adult. 
Of course, right is right, and wrong is wrong, 
but in matters of censorship the question stands out, who’s right 
or who’s wrong? 
Censorship may be right for children but dis­ 
crimination must be allowed adults.

Mayor C eorge E. Leach, of Minneapolis, has taken a con­ 
structive step in calling a, conference of social workers and ex­ 
perts in criminology to consider the causes underlying the crimes 
that are committed by children. 
Among the causes that are mentioned by those who are to at­ 
tend the conference are tilt' following: Lack of family discipline: 
a shattered morale resulting from the World war; disrespect for 
law on the part of adults, which is having its effect upon the 
children; the changed order of life resulting from changes iii edu­ 
cation, in cities, and in home life. 
Much might be said about the importance of these as they 
affect children. 
Each of them makes its contribution to the law­ 
lessness of young people. 
When brought down to the one under­ 
lying cause it is seen to be the change that has come into social 
life during the past few years. 
This change has been gradual and 
the climb back to better conditions will also be gradual. 
Not in 
a year will it be possible to get back to the place where th?' change 
for the worse set in. 
One recommendation has been made that deserves serious con­ 
sideration. 
It is probable that we will never understand youthful 
lawlessness so long as we study ii from the adult angle, 
ju st how 
a thing appears depends largely upon winch side of the fence 
one is on. 
When one is on the side of the fence where a bull is 
roaring he looks altogether different from what he does when one 
is on the other side of the fence. To get the right viewpoint adults 
must get on the side of tile I erne youth is on. 
Society will never 
correct the wrongs of youth until society 
understands youth. 
Every day it is said, “ Young people did not behave when I was 
young as they do today.” 
This statements is usually followed by 
an expression of the conviction that they must be made to behave 
as young people behaved a generation ago. 
But they don’t and 
they won t, and those who try to make them do so are usually ag ­ 
grieved because they don’t and they won’t. 
It is necessary, in the 
fiist place, to find out why they act as they do. 
Only through an 
under standing of youth can youth be influenced in the right direc­ 
tion. 
It is essential in considering this matter that we remember 
that young people are influenced by their environment. 
One 
parent is up against it when attempting to enforce, discipline so 
long as other parents fail to do so. 
The child who is treated dif­ 
ferently from other children on the street feels himself abused and, 
from the child’s standpoint, he is abused. 
Until the community standards are raised through the in­ 
fluence of the church, the school and the home, all children are 
endangered. 
Not even children from homes in which parents try 
to set a fine example are safe when the outside environment threat­ 
ens to corrupt the child’s life.

Every manufacturer appreciates, in 
some degree, the importance of help­ 
ing the retailer sell his products.

The safest alternative is for the man­ 
ufacturer to create a consumer demand 
through Advertising. 
This will help 
the dealer move the goods, and then 
he will order more. 


Advertising is as much a basic part 
of the business of the manufacturer of 


any specific trade-marked product as 
is production and distribution. 
It is 
not something that can be considered 
merely as an expense to be curtailed 
to the minimum. 
It is a creative influ­ 
ence which, more than any other thing 
after the merit of the product, deter­ 
mines the extent of the consumer 
demand. 


Too often the manufacturer thinks 
of his advertising as a clever means of 
impressing the dealer with the desira­ 
bility of stocking up with his goods, 
and he does enough to accomplish that 
effect, and then expects the dealer to 
move the goods. 
This is a mistaken 
use of advertising and it quickly reacts 
upon the manufacturer. 


It is the business of the dealer to 
provide the goods which the public 
demand. 
He would be foolish to do 
otherwise, and would soon cease to be 
a dealer. 
It is the business of the 
manufacturer — meaning specifically, 
the manufacturer of a trade-marked 
article, or one that might be trade- 
marked— to create a consumer de­ 
mand by means of Advertising.
